Payments Discouiit Rate Cutback 
Viewed as Hopeful Sign 
Balance 
Improves 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
U.S. balance of payments posi­ 
tion in the second quarter of the 
year was the best it has been in 
two years, the government re­ 
ported today. 
Much of the gain shown by the 
figures was due to special fac­ 
tors, however, officials said, in­ 
dicating that the basic situation 
was much the same as that for 
the first quarter. 
The dollar drain slowed to 
about $150 million during the 
April-to-June quarter. 
This was a sharp reduction 
from the first quarter, when the 
figure was $660 million. 
The figures measure the ad­ 
justed difference between what 
Americans and their govern­ 
ment spent in dealings with oth­ 
er countries, and the return flow 
to this country from other na­ 
tions. 
While the total deficit for the 
two quarters, $810 million, gave 
promise that 1968 will oe a sub­ 
stantial 
improvement 
over 
1967’s adverse balance of $3.57 
billion, government economists 
advised caution in interpreting 
the figures. 
Among 
special 
financial 
transactions they noted $800 
million in investments by for­ 
eign official organizations, in­ 
cluding purchase by Canada of 
$500 million of special U.S. gov­ 
ernment securities and a special 
sale of securities to Germany to 
offset U.S. militaiy expendi­ 
tures there. 
“ Apart from the special finan­ 
cial 
transactions 
by official 
agencies and various temporary 
developments,” a Commerce 
Department spokesman said, 
“ the second quarter balance of 
payments measured on the li­ 
quidity basis on all other trans­ 
actions was probably not much 
different from that of the first 
quarter of 1968, but somewhat 
improved from that of a year 
earlier.” 
The report noted that al­ 
though the Canadian and Ger­ 
man transactions improve the 
U.S. balance of payments, they 
occur infrequently and cannot 
be counted on for long-term 
help.

Cam paign is Urged 
Against Cigarettes 


WASHINGTON (A P)-A na­ 
tional task force today recom­ 
mended stepped-up federal and 
private efforts to combat use of 
cigarettes and “ stem the rising 
tide of early deaths and disabili­ 
ties associated with smoking.” 
The report was immediately 
attacked by the Tobacco Insti­ 
tute as a “ shockingly intemper­ 
ate defamation of an industry 
which has led the way in medi­ 
cal research to seek answers in 
the cigarette controversy.” 
Among the recommendations 
of the task force report to the 
U.S. Surgeon general: 
—Tighter restrictions on ciga­ 
rette advertising and promotion. 
—Better instruction in schools 
to influence youngsters to re­ 
frain from smoking. 
—Greater antismoking efforts 
by doctors and other health 
professionals, 
—Use of group approaches to 
prevent or reduce smoking. 
—More insurance plans which 


give reduced rates to nonsmok­ 
ers. 
—Development and promo­ 
tion of safer cigarettes. 
The task force, which was ap­ 
pointed in 1967, said it is encour­ 
aged with early result«? of anti­ 
smoking efforts. 
It noted that cigarette con­ 
sumption per capita declined 
sharply after the surgeon gener­ 
al’s 1964 report on smoking and 
health, that it rose again in 1965 
and 1966 and again is declining. 
But the task force said “ The 
problem remains, still, bigger 
than the efforts to combat it. 
Cigarette smoking is one of the 
foremost preventable causes of 
death in the United States as 
well as in other parts of the 
world.” 
On cigarette advertising the 
task force said it “ is unable to 
see how, in the long run, a prod­ 
uct involving the health hazards 
of cigarettes can continue to be 
advertised.” 


Anti-Bomber Missiles 
Will Be Deactivated 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Pentagon announced today the 
Army will shut down 23 anti­ 
bomber missile batteries in 12 
states to save money. 


The action is the latest in a 
series of economy measures 
being taken by the Pentagon to 
cut fiscal 1%9 spending by as 
much as $3 billion. 


The Pentagon said deactiva­ 
tion of the 23 Nike-Hercules fir­ 
ing sites and seven headquar­ 
ters installations will save $18.8 
million in the current budget 
year, $54 million in succeeding 
years. 


The Pentagon is expected to 
bear the brunt of a demand for 
spending reductions totaling $6 
billion which the Congress made 
in return for passing President 
Johnson s 10 per cent income 
tax surcharge. 


Closing the sites also will drop 
active Army strength by 4,200 
men. Eight of the missile units 
are operated by the National 
Guard. 


“ After careful study, these 
sites, in 12 states, were found to 
contribute least to the effective­ 
ness of the defense of the conti­ 
nental United States.” the an­ 
nouncement said. “ It was origi­ 
nally planned to close some of 
these sites bv the summer of 
1970.” 
The Nike-Hercules is a 39-foot 
missile 
capable 
of 
shooting 
down 2,000 mile-an-hour bomb­ 
ers.

N EW YORK (AP) - Histoiy 
records 
numerous 
instances 
when decisions by the papacy 
have provoked broad repercus­ 
sions. And sometimes, teaching 
pronouncements 
eventually 
have been changed. 
Such cases were being cited 
by church scholars this week as 
dissension continued over Pope 
Paul’s encyclical upholding the 
church’s 
prohibition 
against 
contraception. 
However, in the present era, 
no parallels were seen to equal 
the current wave of controversy 
among Catholics themselves. 
Despite comparisons with the 
past, however, circumstances 
presently were not regarded as 
offering much prospect for ear­ 
ly modification, at least not un­ 
til other conditions or leadership 
come about. 
“ I don’t see how the Pope 
could ever change his views aft­ 
er 
making a statement 
as 
strong as this,” says Msgr. Aus­ 
tin Vaughan, of Yonkers, N.Y., 
president of the American Cath­ 
olic Theological Society. “ It 
would be easier for the Pope to 
resign than to change this state­ 
ment.” 
The National Catholic Report­ 
er published speculation that 
the issue might be a factor in 
the next papal election. 
Scholars also noted that at 
various times in the past, firm 
papal teachings have ultimately 
been altered or reversed by lat­ 
er church leaders after the pas­ 
sage of years. 
“ It is plain that the fallible 
statements of earlier popes 
have been refuted in the course 
of time by the criticism and re­ 
jection of the Church,” says 
John T. Noonan, a Catholic law 
expert of the University of Cali­ 
fornia. 
He and others, including the 
Rt. Rev. Msgr. John Tracy E l­ 
lis, a noted church historian, cit­ 
ed various examples in which 
papal pronouncements eventual­ 
ly were reversed, including; 
—An 1185 ruling by Pope Ur­ 
ban III, in his ban against 
usury, holding that the charging 
of interest on loans and credits 
was immoral—a practice now 
accepted by church and society 
as a useful economic measure.

by the Pope' at a time when the 
chun'h has bc'cn shifting from 
centraliztxl monarchical rule to 
broader collegial or collective 
government 
—It came when many pnesLv 
and some btshops, particularly 
in Europe, have been advising 
Catholics to follow their own 
consc'ieix’es about methcKis of 
birth control 
It was biised mainly on tra 
ditional philosophical conc'epts 
of natural law although the rt‘- 
cent Vatican Council put new 
stress on the Biblical basLs of di 
vine revelation 
It conflicUnJ with widening 
opinion expressed both by theiv 
logians and lay organizations in 
the church, iwluding last year’s 
international lay congress in 
Rome. 
It was contrary to the ma 
jority recommendations of a pa 
pal commission of theologiaas. 
doctors and other experts which 
had studied the question for five 
years, and which said respoasi- 
ble use of “ mechanical or chem 
ical means” of contraception 
should be allowed. 
It recognized the changed 
church view that sex relatioas 
serve values both of unifying 
couples and producing children, 
rather than using the old formu­ 
la that children are the “ pri­ 
mary” purpose 
But. at tlu* 
same time, it said each mariUil 
act must be open to reproduc 
tion without interference 
Under these varied circ'um 
stanc:es. Pope Paul himself fort»- 
saw in his July 29 erxyclical 
that its view would “ not be 
readily received by all” and he 
repeatedly since has pleaded for 
its acceptance. 
However, debate about it in 
the church, rather than easing 
off. has generated inc'reasing 
steam. 
A noted moral theologian, the 
Rev. Bernard Haring, said if it 
were simply a personal matter 
he would silently acx:ept the 
teaching, “ but in this case the 
whole credibility of the church 
is at stake.” 
While church scholars dif­ 
fered sharply over the encycli­ 
cal’s position, both criticizing 
and approving it, bishops gener­ 
ally voiced support for the 
Pope. But some of them said the 
matter needs further examina­ 
tion. 
American bishops urged Cath­ 
olics to receive the decision 
“ with sincerity” and “ to form 
their consciences in its light.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - A 20- 
minute motion picture depicting 
the pub lic life of Rob ert F Ken­ 
nedy LS b eing prepared for the 
Democratic National Conven­ 
tion—b ut party officials refuse 
to say when or if it will b e 
shown 
Charles Guggenheim said in 
an interview that his Washing­ 
ton production firm was com­ 
missioned b y the Kennedy fam­ 
ily to make the film He said the 
project Ls 60 per cent completed, 
FMur years ago. Kennedy— 
then attorne\ general and a 
candidate for the Senate—stood 
head b owed and eyes moLst b e­ 
fore the Democratic convention 
in Atlantic City and introduced 
a similar film of highlights in 
the life of his nrother. John F. 
Kennedy, slain nine months 
earlier b y an assassin. 
For 13 minutes, the thousands 
in convention hall cheered Rob ­ 
ert Kennedy. When the lights 
went on after the film, thou­ 
sands were weeoine. 
Guggenheim’s firm, 
which 
made a documentary for Ken­ 
nedy of his 1964 Senate cam­ 
paign, has asked for film foot­ 
age from television networks 
and television stations and for 
still pictures from news media. 
The film will b e in b lack and 
white. The narrator. Guggen­ 
heim said, will b e someone well 
known. 
Guggenheim was reluctant to 
discu.ss specific scenes because 
the movie is subject to approval 
by the Kennedy family. 
“This will not b e a definitive 
b iography, b ut rather the quali­ 
ty of a man’s life,’’ he said. “I 
don’t think we have to trick it 
up to get an emotional response 
—the loss people feel is the 
quality the man communicat­ 
e d .”

Committee has refused to say if 
the film is scheduled. In 1964, 
the John Kennedy movie was 
rescheduled from the second to 
the fourth day of convention 
week until after a vice presiden­ 
tial candidate had b een nomi­ 
nated.

Businessmen Sa y Jobs 
Obtained For 140, 000 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (AP) - 
An executive of the National Al­ 
liance of Businessmen has told 
President Johnson that 140,000 
job s have b een found for the 
hard-core unemployed. 
But the report from Leo C. 
Beeb e. 
NAB executive vice 
chairman, indicated the cam­ 
paign met difficulties from b oth 
right wing and left wing ele­ 
ments and from politicians. 
Beeb e was cautiously optimistic 
concerning the long-range ef­ 
fects of the program. 
“We are under no illusions 
ab out the difficulty of closing 
the gap b etween the job s and 
the job less.” said Beeb e, a Ford 
Motor Co. vice president. “Suc­ 
cess hinges on our ab ility to 
change human hab its, those of 
the hard-core and our own. 
“Nothing could b e more diffi­ 
cult. There is no formula for 
success. Progress is ob structed 
from the right b y those who re­ 
sist change and from the left b y 
those who expect change to oc­ 
cur overnight.” 
In a report to the President on 
the first six months of the 
NAB’s job s campaign, Beeb e 
said the alliance had ob tained 
310,000 job commitments and 
placed 140,000 people on the job , 
“The alliance is well ahead of 
schedule in its b asic assign­ 
ment,” Beeb e said. 


The NAB, launched last Janu­ 
ary, hopes to put 100,000 unem­ 
ployed in job s b y next June and 
500,000 b y the summer of 1971. 
Beeb e said the employer who 
pledges a job for a hard-core 
worker in a sub urb an plant will 
b e confronted with the prob lem 
of transportation from the city 
center to the sub urb . 


“In time, commuting will 
prove to b e impractical and the 
employer will see that the only 
solution to the dilemma is either 
to set up shop in the city or 
move the worker and his family 
to the sub urb ,” Beeb e said. 
He said the gap b etween the 
job s and the job less is what the 
alliance is all ab out.” Beeb e 
said. 


The NAB has not officially re­ 
leased Beeb e’s report, b ut a 
copy was made availab le to The 
Associated Press b y an official 
of the organization. 


“The alliance was anathema 
in some cities, ” the report said. 
“Mayors and civic groups had 
programs of their own. Some 
openly opposed the alliance, oth­ 
ers resisted more discreetly. 
“Some of the opposition was 
political in nature, and the fact 
that we are in an election year 
continues to complicate the 
task.”

VIENNA (AP) - A United 
Nations agency reported today 
that satellites “represent a turn­ 
ing point in the history of com­ 
munication” b ut warned that in­ 
ternational laws are needed to 
control them. 
UNESCO-the U N. Educa­ 
tional. Scientific and Cultural 
Organization—said that agree­ 
ments must b e made to ensure 
the use of satellite communica­ 
tions in the pub lic interest for 
peaceful purples and for b etter 
understanding among nations. 
The agency said satellite com­ 
munications should b e readily 
availab le to all nations and 
there should b e agreement on 
assignment of availab le radio 
frequencies. 
The report was presented at 
the first U N. conference on 
peaceful uses of outer space, 
which opened Wednesday with 
delegates attending from 74 na­ 
tions. 
UNESCO cited direct b road­ 
cast satellites as a potential for 
troub le. These satellites, expect­ 
ed to b e developed b y the mid- 
1970s. will contain such powerful 
transmitters and antennas that 
they will b eam directly to home 
television sets without the need 
for a ground relay station. 
“The more international com­ 
munications the satellites car­ 
ry. ” the report said, “the more 
necessarv’ it will b ecome to sur­ 
round the satellite system with 
a pattern of law and orderliness 


and some institutional arrange­ 
ments to manage the control 
prob lems. 
If these arrange­ 
ments are not in working order 
b y the time we b egin direct 
b roadcasting 
from satellites, 
then we shall face a very dan­ 
gerous situation.” 
Without regulation, one U.N. 
official said, individual nations 
could use satellites as a power­ 
ful propaganda tool. 
“Suppose, for example, ” he 
said, “there was a race riot in 
an American city. An unfriendly 
nation could b eam television or 
radio messages of encourage­ 
ment directly into the home of 
the rioters, sympathizing with 
their cause. The same thing 
could b e done to influence an 
election on the eve of voting.” 
The report envisioned “satel­ 
lite technology which would 
make worldwide electronic dis­ 
trib ution of news, newspapers 
and any other printed or visual 
information material possib le 
for 
reception 
on 
individual 
sets." 


“Without control, you can see

If properly used. UNESCO 
said, “education b y means of 
television can b e vastly im­ 
proved.

U.S. Forces Sees Lull 
As Prelude to Attacks

SAIGON (AP) - It is the offi­ 
cial view of the U.S. Command 
in

present is not planning a de-es­ 
calation of the war but remains 
determined to attack with great­ 
er force when the time is ripe 
This assessment has been con­ 
veyed to President Johnson by 
Gen. Creighton Abrams Jr.. the 
U.S. commander. 
The current lull in the fight­ 
ing, U.S. headquarters believes, 
was decided upon by Hanoi to 
enable its forces to bind the se­ 
rious wounds sustained in this 
year’s battles. 
The lull of almost two months 
is no olive branch, senior offi­ 
cers say, athough Hanoi might 
wish it interpreted as such in 
the Paris peace talks. If the 
slackening b the war was dic­ 
tated by political decisions in 
Hanoi, there is little evidence of 
this on the oattlefields of South 
Vietnam the officers say. 
“ The evidence is overwhelm­ 
ing that Ihey are still deter­ 
mined to carry out and win the 
military (hird phase of their 
classic guerrilla doctrine.” a 
ranking U.S. authority stated. 
If many Vietnam watchers 
now believe that Hanoi is en­ 
gaged in quietly de-escalating 
the war, Abrams does not 
agree. His headquarters vigor­ 
ously defends intelligence re­ 
ports of increasing North Viet­ 
namese infiltration into the 
South. 
As a result of the slackening 
war and increased infiltration 
since June, responsible authori­ 
ties say, the over-all enemy 
troop streEgth in South Vietnam 
has increased. They say infiltra­ 
tion this month, while declining, 
will probably come close to 
Ju ly’s figure of almost 30,000. 
It is £t this point, however, 
that the command’s figures 
com e into question. 


There has been great confu­ 
sion about the rate of infiltra­ 
tion, with some military esti­ 
mates differing from civilian 
figures. 
The present Viet Cong and 
North Vietnamese strength in 
South Vietnam is carried in 
weekly communiques as 222,000 
soldiers and 85,000 political ca­ 
dre, at mist. Of these, some 
95,000 are 'eported to be North 
Vietnamés« regulars. 
This figu’e, released weekly 
to the pres, has remained con­ 
stant for months. It is an “ eval­ 
uated” figire, incorporating in­ 
formation over many months. It 
is also smoothed out to avoid 
fluctuatiois which might, or 
might not be inaccurate over a 
long periol. It was not designed 
for day U day accuracy, offi­ 
cers expliin, but to give an 
over-all pcture. 
Thus, Ike American political 
polls, the weekly statistics have 
to be assissed and are open to 
different interpretations. The 
U.S. headquarters insists that 
the figures are accurate. 
Nonetheess, these are not the 
figures that the military intelli­ 
gence 
community 
furnishes 
Abrams each Saturday in his 
personal veekly review of the 
war. Those figures are classi­ 
fied, along with the weekly infil­ 
tration 'eport he also receives. 


In thise briefings, Abrams de­ 
mands 
figures 
on 
enemy 
strengti and infiltration that 
are almost up to the hour. Ad­ 
mittedly, much of this is based 
on estimates. 
As recently as one year ago, 
Abrams’predecessor, Gen. Wil­ 
liam C. Westmoreland, admit­ 
ted thatit took six months to get 
an accuiate estimate on infiltra­ 
tion at my given moment. No­ 
wadays, the U.S. headquarters 
claims, quicker and more accu­ 
rate eaimates can be made, 
partly because of new electronic 
sensors 
dotting 
infiltration 
routes. 
In tht current battlefield lull, 
it is ako impossible to deter­ 
mine acurately how many ene­ 
my trmps have withdrawn to 
sanctuiries outside South Viet­ 
nam. 
The J.S. Command says that 
“ most’ of the 222,000 soldiers in 
the eneny force are now actual- 


ly in South Vietnam—in tradi­ 
tional hiding places like jungled 
War Zones C and D above Sai­ 
gon. Others are just across the 
Cambodian or Laotian borders, 
only three or four days march 
from prime objectives. 
However, if much of the ene­ 
my force is actually outside 
South Vietnam or at least dis­ 
tant from major cities or instal­ 
lations, this adds up to a slack­ 
ening of the war. 
Whether this is de-escalation 
or regrouping depends on politi­ 
cal and military interpretations 
The U.S. Command in Saigon is 
convinced the enemy is girding 
for another blow. , 
For the moment, the U.S.

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Bogota Capital Sparkles 
Before Visit By the Pope 


BOGOTA. Colombia (AP) — 
“ Bogota isn’t ugly. All it needs 
is a bit of makeup.” 
With that thought in mind and 
an eye out for the approaching 
visit of Pope Paul VI, city fa­ 
thers are pushing a multimil- 
lion-dollar facelifting that has 
given this gray, chilly. 8.600-foot 
high capital a sparkle it proba­ 
bly has never known in its 430 
years. 
Caught up in the spirit of 
things, homeowners are paint­ 
ing their house fronts, trimming 
gardens and trees. Businessmen 
are tidying up their establish­ 
ments. The grime of years is 
being removed from the aging 
fronts of the National Cathedral, 
the Municipal Palace and the 
Capitol. 
Streets are being cleared of 
prostitutes, 
pickpockets 
and 
beggars. Police are everywhere 
and a legion of traffic cops is 
making it possible for people to 
walk—not dash desperately—at 
pedestrian crossings. 
Many of the public works pro­ 
jects—new sewage and lighting 
systems and expressways—now 
completed or under way had 
been in the planning stage for 
several years. They were accel­ 
erated by the selection of Bogo­ 
ta for two important religious 
meetings, an International Eu­ 
charistie 
Congress 
and 
the 
conference of the Latin Ameri­ 
can Episcopal Council, and fi­ 
nally by the definite news that 
the Pope would be a visitor Aug. 
22-24. 
Estimates of the cost of the 
papal visit alone, exclusive of 
the public works programs, 
range as high as $10 million in 
new installations and prepara­ 
tions. The city and national gov­ 
ernments, as well as the Catho­ 
lic Church, are financing it. 
The Pope’s visit has aroused 
glowing pride among most Co­ 
lombians but there are dissi­ 
dents. 
Some express disappointment 
the Pope will stay at the papal 
nunciature instead of the home 
of a Colombian priest. Others 
say state funds—derived from 
taxes on Jews, Protestants and 
non-Catholics as well as Cathol­ 
ics—should not have been used 
in the preparations. 
A sociologist sees Bogota’s ur- 


ban problems worsened by the 
papal visit which may increa.se 
the city's 2 million population 
by 10,000 or more visitors who 
stay in the city. 
“ The poor will sell pig or cow 
or whatever they own just to 
make the pilgrimage.” he says. 
“ And once here with no place to 
go, they'll stay ” 
Court's 
Findings 
Are Upheld 


CHICAGO (AP) - A federal 
appeals court has upheld a low­ 
er court finding that electronic 
eavesdropping by the govern­ 
ment did not aid in the 1964 con­ 
viction of James R. Hoffa, im­ 
prisoned Teamsters union presi­ 
dent. 
The U.S. Circuit Court of Ap­ 
peals agreed Thursday with a 
hnding by U.S. District Judge 
Richard B. Au.stin that “ the 
government obtained no new in­ 
formation from the electronical­ 
ly eavesdropped overhearings ' 
One of the three judges dissent­ 
ed. 
Hoffa was sentenced to five 
years in prison and fined $10,000 
in the 1964 conviction for fraud 
and conspiracy in using $1 mil­ 
lion in union pension funds to fi­ 
nance a Sun Valley. Fla., real 
estate project. 


The sentence was vacated by 
the U.S. Supreme Court, which 
ordered a hearing to determine 
whether admitted government 
wiretapping aided in the convic­ 
tion. 


Austin issued the finding Aug. 
22. 1967. agaiiLst Hoffa after the 
Teamsters official and five co­ 
defendants contended the gov­ 
ernment had based its 1964 ca.se 
on a wiretap of the telephone of 
S. George Burris of New York, 
one of the co-defendants. 


Austin ordered tbe five-year 
term to run con.secutively with 
an eight-year sentence impo.sed 
in Chattanooga. Tenn., on con­ 
viction of jury' tampering. Hoffa 
is serving in the Lewlsburg. 
Pa., federal penitentiary'.

Sen. George McGovern’s late, late entry 
into the presidential race scarcely stands 
out as yet another of the dramatic shifts in 
a surprise-packed campaign. 
With all due respect to the South 
Dakotan’s commendable record as an 
intelligent legislator, his impact on the 
public consciousness has been such as to 
make Spiro T. Agnew’s stature as a 
national 
figure 
m onum ental 
in 
comparison 
McGovern has come forward as the 
torchbearer of Sen. Robert F.Kennedy’s 
cause and heir of that portion of Kennedy 
support not yet recommitted to either Vice 
President Humphrey’ or Sen. Eugene 
McCarthy, a recommitment xMcGovern’s 
more obvious backers apparently have 
been too disgruntled for a variety of 
reasons to make themselves 
McGovern himself appears to take his 
candidacy considerably less seriously as a 
genuine bid for the nomination than as 
pressure for a strongly peace-oriented 
plank on Vietnam in the Democratic 
platform. But his initial pronouncements 
on the issue — a call for a bombing halt 
and broadening the ba.se of the Saigon 
government — have a me-to ring echoing

not only the late Senator Kennedy but 
McCarthy as well. 
The question raised is exactly what 
pressure McGovern is capable of applying 
that McCarthy, still a very active candidate 
with 
a 
well-organized 
campaign 
and 
significant delegate support, cannot. 
Political parties perform most valuably 
in the American system for selecting a 
president when they are presented the 
opportunity of choosing their standard 
borers 
from 
among 
clearly 
defined 
alternatives, as was the case with the 
Republicans in convention assembled at 
Miami Beach. 


The Democrats would seem to be 
reasonably 
well-served 
already 
with 
Humphrey and McCarthy. If not, Georgia 
Gov. Lester Maddox’s suggestion that he 
might present himself as an additional 
alternative makes more sense in this 
respect 
than 
does 
the 
McGovern 
candidacy. 


Under these circumstances, it is difficult 
to see what the McGovern effort can be 
expected to accomplish on the road to 
Chicago beyond a muddling of debate and 
the squeezing of a few sour grapes.

In any event, it 
had nothing to do with dia­ 
monds. 
This left Bobby with a tough 
choice. Should he rebid clubs? 
Should he bid two no-trump 
with nothing in diamonds? He 
did bid two no-trump, which 
turned out to be the winning 
decision since, paradoxically, 
it kept him out of no-trump 
as his final contract. 
North’s three-club bid also 
had nothing to do with clubs. 
It was a Staym an bid to ask 
South if he had a four-card 
major.

Cause Still Unknovrn 
In Meniere's Disease 


By WAYNE G. BRANDSTAHT, M. D. 


Q — What Is the cause and treatmer.t of Meniere’s 
disease? 
A — Although the cau.se is unknown.such factors 
as allergy, 
the stress of modern living, and 
hardening of the arteries or other disurbances of 
circulation in the inner ear appear to l)e important 
factors. .A wide varietv’ of drugs has teen used to 
treat 
this 
disease, 
including 
diuretics, 
antihistamines, 
nicotinic 
acid, 
vifimin 
B-12, 
betahistine hydrochloride (Sere) and steptomycin. 
Limitation 
of 
the 
fluid 
and 
salt intake 
is 
recommended because waterlogging of tie inner ear 
is believed to be the underlying mecharism causing 
the s>'mptoms. In the treatment of pttients with 
severe dizziness, surgical destruction (f the inner 
ear may be neces.saiy. 
Q — Since last September I have teen having 
dizziness and nausea. My doctor says mf' left ear is 
causing the trouble. Is there any cure forthis? 
A — You Probably have Meniere’s lisease. For 
the treatment see ihe previous answer. 
Q — Over a year ago I developed chronic 
labyrinthitis. My doctor prescribed nicXinic acid, a 
tranquilizer, antibiotics and a capsule for stomach 
spasms, ('an all these drugs be taken salely? 
A — Not all of them were given for your 
labyrinthitis, 
a 
condition 
closely related 
to 
Meniere’s disease. They can be taken tafely if your 
doctor adjusts the dosage to your indi/idual needs 
as jidged by your progress in controlling your 
symptoms. 
Q — My doc'tor says I have labyrintniUs. He is 
giving me Antivert but he said the diseate would 
eventually go away. How long should this take? 
A — If the inflammation in your iiner ear 
(labyrinthitis) is an acute process associated with a 
virus infection, it could clear up within two or three 
weeks. But if it is a chronic condition dae to an 
allergy or hardening of the arteries, it wil not clear 
up spontaneously. 
Q — Our doctor says my husband has some 
trouble 
with 
his 
heart 
valve 
ani 
advises 
transplanting a valve. 
How successfil is this 
operation? 
A — Plastic valves to replace disesed heart 
valves have proved very' successful

Goodman,

“ The Money Game,” an hilar­ 
ious and instructive treatise on 
winning and losing at stocks, is 
now hung up on another game. 
It really isn’t the kind of 
game Goodman likes to play, 
for it involves taxes, and taxes 
are not, as he defines game, 
“ sport, play, frolic or fun.” The 
frolicker, if there is one, is Un­ 
cle Sam—not Goodman. 
To Goodman, a gamesman 
whose playground is the best 
seller list right now and whose 
book is expected to retail at 
least 250,000 copies, meaning at 
least $150,000 to him, an author 
can’t win in the tax game. 
“ The 
l aws 
discriminate 
against the author,” he said the 
other day, implying he would be 
happy to come away with his 
sense of humor and a couple of 
copies for his kids after the tax 
men get through with him. 
“ I’ll make as much as a good 
second rate institutional stock 
salesman,” 
he said, setting 
down his pipe and running one 
hand over thick grey hair while 
flipping with the other through 
the Internal Revenue Code. 
For those who don’t know 
Goodman, his only other asso­ 
ciation with Adam Smith was as 
a reader. The real Adam Smith 
lived in the 1700s and is famous 
for enunciating theories of free 
enterprise. Goodman, seeking 
anonymity, simply borrov/ed the 
name. Then he, also, became 
too famous to keep his cover. 
For the record, he is editor of 
an influential monthly called 
The Institutional Investor and 
works in an office at the edge of 
the financial district. He is 37, 
married to actress Sally Bro- 
phy, and is father of a son, 5, 
and a daughter, 4. He commutes 
from Princeton, N.J. 
Goodman is a Harvard gradu­ 
ate, magna cum laude. He was 
a Rhodes Scholar at Oxford for 
two years, has managed a mu­ 
tual fund, and has written three 
novels, two of which, “ The 
Wheeler Dealer” and “ A Time 
for Paris,” were made into 
movies. 
He wears black-rimmed glass­

intellectual who is thoroughly 
relaxed and happy in the com­ 
mercial world, although still a 
bit curious and amused by the 
antics he observes. 
Goodman’s tax irritation pri­ 
marily concerns capital gains, 
which are taxed at no more 
than 25 per cent. But authors 
don’t qualify. Their earnings 
are taxed as straight income. If 
an author writes a best seller, 
he can be taxed very heavily for 
two or three years. 
To prove injustice, Goodman 
pointed to a section of the tax 
code. 
An inventor, it appeared from 
the code, can treat income from 
the product of his mind as a 
capital gain, but the offspring of 
the author’s imagination is spe­ 
cifically excluded. 
This 
Goodman 
maintains, 
doesn’t make for a fair game. 
As he sees it, an author is little 
different from inventor Chester 
Carlson, who was able to cap­ 
italize his rights in Xerography 
into stock worth at least $35 mii- 
lion. 
“ If the laws were so written 
—and they aren’t—I would dear­ 
ly like to capitalize my earn­ 
ings,” said Goodman, giving 
way momentarily to the fantasy 
that authors should be able to 
sell stock in themselves and 
take a tax break. 
Well, maybe not a fantasy at 
all. 
“ If you and I were to start an 
ad agency,” he said, “ We could 
issue stock and sell it at 20 
times the earnings of our writ­ 
ings.” Which, he claims, means 
that “ writing for a corporation 
is 20 times as profitable as writ­ 
ing for a publisher.” 
But for a poor author going it 
on his own, he continued, it can 
be rough. 
“ The guys down here,” he 
said in reference to the money 
men in nearby Wall Street tow­ 
ers, “ think I made a lot of mon­ 
ey. They want me to invest it in 
oil. They want to introduce me 
to their oil driller.” 
“ Why?” he asked. “ Authors 
don’t tell oilmen to write 
books,” implying that no good 
author would deign to tell an oil­ 
man to drill for money in au­ 
thorship.

Amateurs Produce A Winner

HOLLYWOOD (AP> - When 
a painter becomes a director 
and a housewife turns film pro­ 
ducer, what can the end result 
possibly be. 
In the case of “ C. Soutine.” 
it’s an art film about an artist, 
and it has walked off with this 
year’s Venice Film Festival’s 
prized Golden Lion for best 
documentary. 
“ C. Soutine” chronicles with 
stunning impact the life, work 
and thought of Chaim Soutine, a 
Russian - born painter who in­ 
fluenced the Paris school of im­ 
pressionists and post - impres­ 
sionists. 
The move was the brainchild 
of Rita Morrison, a Los Angeles 
doctor’s wife who studied film 
at UCLA. 
“ I had always wanted to 
make a film,” she recalls. 
“ Finally I just said, ‘Today is 
the day.’ ” 
For her subject she chose Sou­ 
tine, a painter whose reputa­ 
tion lagged behind his contem­ 
poraries. He was the “ painter’s 
painter.” 
But now, 25 years after Sou­ 
tine’s death, there was to be an 
exhibition of his work at the Los 
Angeles County Museum of Art. 
Curator Maurice Tuchman set 
out for Paris to ferret out Sou­ 
tine works hidden in attics and 
cellars of the artist’s friends. 
With him went Rita Morrison. 
In Paris they found one of 
Soutine’s mistresses. Mrs. Mor­ 
rison quickly hired a camera 
crew and filmed an interview 
with the petite Mile. Garde who 
spoke no English but said softly 
for the cameras: “ J ’adore Sou­ 
tine.” 
Back in Los Angeles with her 
film, Mrs. Morrison recruited 
Jack H. Lieberman, 38, a one­ 


time painter and lecturer in the 
humanities As a film director 
he had several documentaries to 
his credit. Also, he had studied 
at the Barnes Foundation which 
holds the largest American col­ 
lection of Soutines 
Lieberman brought in Ken 
Plotin. young innovative cine 
matographer, and Fred Haines, 
screenwriter who had worked 
on the film “ Ulysses. ’ 
Edward G. Robinson, a Sou­ 
tine admirer and art collector, 
agreed to narrate. 
“ In 
researching 
Soutines 
life,” says Lieberman. “ 1 found 
that he was haunted by a child­ 
hood experience. As a boy. he 
witnessed the JewLsh ritual 
slaughter of a chicken. ” 
Examination of Soutine can­ 
vasses further revealed tortured 
visioas of dying animals—bidd­ 
ing chickens, hulks of butchered 
cattle. 
The film opens in a slaughter­ 
house—intestines of cattle pour­ 
ing onto the screen.

M ay Delay Landing 


PASADENA. Calif. (AP) - A 
mass concentration of dense 
material found beneath the sur­ 
face of the moon could delay the 
first man landings, two scien­ 
tists report. 
The discovery of lumps the 
size of cities 30 miles below the 
surface of the moon was report­ 
ed Thursday by two scientists at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory. 


Mathematicians 
Paul 
M. 
Muller and William L. Sjogren 
said they detected the mass con­ 
centrations of dense m aterial- 
called mascons—in a study of 
unexplained speed changes in 
the flight of Lunar Orbiter 5, 
last of a series of photographic- 
survey ships. 


The researchers said the mas­ 
cons caused the craft to speed 
up when it flew over them. They 
said this could make a landing 
craft miss its target by several 
miles.

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Blind Get in Touch 
With Mother Nature

WASHINGTON — i NEA) — 
A lively 18-year-old girl named 
.leanette felt a cattail’s tassel 
at the edge of a small marsh. 
Tley. wow!” she said, run­ 
ning her fingers along its cot­ 
tony plumpness and down the 
stem to the knifelike leaves. 
Hey. groovy!" 
.A boy named Percy ran 
across a meadow, his hands 
spread out in front of him like 
sensitive antennae. “ That’s it, 
P e r c y , there’s the rope." 
someone called, and he pulled 
up short like a quarter horse. 
Their faces exploded in big 
grins as by sound, smell and 
touch they looked at the world 
of the woods. Both Jeanette 
and Percy were blind. 


The “ Touch and See Nature 
Trail," a quiet, shaded path 
that winds through a variety 
of trees and shrubs and loops 
around an open meadow past 
a small pond, opened recently 
at the National Arboretum in 
Washington. 
A 
guide 
rope 
leads the sightless along the 
path, and at particular points 
of interest their hands en­ 
counter markers with explana­ 
tions written in Braille. 


“ The ground under your feet 
feels soft . . . because it is 
carpeted by . . . fallen leaves 
that have . . . decomposed into 
brown organic m atter," mur­ 
mur red Jeanette Gerrard of 
Takoma Park, Md., as her 
fingers glided over the raised 
dots. 
“ These decayed leaves en­ 
rich the soil . . . with nutri­ 
ents 
needed 
by 
g r o w i n g 
trees." 


.And later; “ Here is a colony 
of blueberries . . . ground 
cover plants that protect the 
forest floor. You will have to

get down on your knees to in­ 
spect them." 


The trail is about a third of 
a mile long. The staff of the 
.Arboretum, which is adminis­ 
tered by the Agricultural De­ 
partment. 
planned, 
mapped 
out and prepared the trail. 


with assistance from the Co­ 
lumbia 
Lighthouse 
for 
the 
Blind. 
Away from the sound of 
traffic and other city noise, 
the walk is a sensual pano­ 
rama for those who must rely 
on 
senses 
other 
than 
the 
eyes. 


“ It’s like a Christmas tree." 
said W illie Mincey of Wash­ 
ington. 
as 
he 
touched 
the 
needles of a w'hite pine. 


“ Hey, 
hear that bird up 
there'.’’’ said another. “ Hear 
him'’ " 


For Jeanette Gerrard. the 
biggest treat was a giant 80- 
year-old 
white oak. 
“ Wow. 
cool man," shrilled the hip 
youngster, as 
she tried to 
stretch her arms around its 
wide girth. Unable to com­ 
pletely embrace it. she felt her 
way around, counting as she 
measured off a foot at a time 
with her hands, “ . . . 12. 13. 14 
. . . W ow !" 


She liked the feel of young 
saplings, amazed that these 
too were trees and yet she 
could circle their trunk in one 
fist. But she squirmed at the 
touch of a decayed stump, de­ 
spite the marker explaining 
that as a harbor for insects 
that likewise fed birds, it was 
an integral part of nature's 
balance. 


“ Oo, yech!" she said. “ I 
don’t like the dead ones, just 
the beautiful live ones for me. 
I ’m for the world of the liv­ 
ing." 


For some, the open meadow' 
is a treat. There a gravel w'alk 
replaces the guide rope, so the 
blind can walk unattached and 
yet not lose their way. F’or 
Percy Johnson, who left the 
path for the soft grass with 
the help of sighted friends, it 
was a chance to run free over 


open ground, the sun warm 
on his neck, the smell of a 
damp marsh drifting toward 
him. the sound of a young frog 
still in tenor voice bleating 
from the pond. 


Jeanette Gerrard has been 
blind all except the first few 
hours of her life. This fall she 
will attend a Virginia music 
conservatory to prepare for a 
career as a voice teacher. 
She had been led through 
wooded areas before, she said, 
but never with the same sense 
of freedom and personal dis­ 
covery as this. 
As she walked the trail, her 
hand following the guide rope 
bumped into another of the 
markers. Reach over the rope, 
it instructed, and she would 
find mountain laurel. 


Her fingers went out. en­ 
countered the leaves, slid over 
them delicately, rubbed them 
between thumb and finger. 
“ Hey. they’re shiny!" 
The fingers went on, ex­ 
plored their shape, traced the 
stem, examined the bark, re­ 
turned to the leaves. 


“ Pretty." she said. 


Then she straightened up. 
groped briefly for the rope, 
and continued down the path.

The y ear befo re, Am erican 
au diences to o k to ‘‘The Sho p o n 
Main Street, ” which becam e the 
first E ast E u ro pean film to win 
an Oscar. It is abo u t the friend­ 
ship betw een an o ld Jew ish 
wo m an sho pkeeper and an “Ar­ 
y an" Czech assigned to take 
o v er her bu siness du ring the 
Nazi o ccu patio n. 
It has gro ssed m o re than $3 
millio n in the U.S. m a rk e t- 
adding a realistic reaso n to the 
po litical o ne that has kept the 
Czech go v ernm ent fro m any 
mo v ie pre-censo rship. 
It was co directed by Jan Ka- 
dar and E lm ar Klo s, two highly 
respected film m akers in the 
state-ru n indu stry . 
In an Asso ciated P ress inter­ 
v iew after accepting the Oscar 
fo r th at film. Klo s was asked 
w hat was behind the bu rgeo ning 
Czech film indu stry o f the past 
few y ears. 
“It Is becau se o f the new cu l­ 
tu ral atm o sphere that began 
abo u t fo u r y ears ago ,” he said 
then. “ Since that tim e, 20 new, 
talented directo rs hav e gradu at­ 
ed fro m the (film) academ y and 
they are do ing ex citing things.” 
k a d a r added: “ Ou r co u ntry 
alway s has been su perio r in car­ 
to o ns and pu ppet films. The 
freedo m s we hav e enjo y ed in 
the past few y ears has allo wed 
u s to catch u p in o ther kinds o f 
films. We hav e no su perv isio n in 
the m aking o f mo v ies. There 
may be co ntro v ersy after the 
film is m ade, bu t we hav e the 
freedo m to make it. ”

al Airport. 
"These people are actually 
endorsing violence.

KANSAS CITY (AP)-Flour 
mills in the midcwest are en­ 
couraged in a study by Midwest 
Research Institute to arrange 
new transportation facilities. 
The recommendation was part 
of a study originally launched 
in 1964 on a multi-state level 
stemming from complaints that

freight 
rate 
structures 
caused much of the decline of 
the milling industry in the mid- 


W(?St. 
.Maj. Gen. John P. Doyle, 
chairman of the Mid-America 
Governors Transportation Com­ 
mittee. said the M R.I. study 
“ brings into focus many things 
that we thought we know, but 
couldn’t quite document.” 
Doyle is professor of trans­ 
portation at Texas A and M 
College. His committee met in 
Kansas City Tu e s d a y and 
Wednesday to hear several re­ 
ports including the M R.I. study. 
The M R.I. study said that if 
mills, singly or cooperatively 
could arrange new transporta­ 
tion to compete with the rail 
freight structure, they could 
force rates on flour into line 
with those for wheat. 
The lower rates on wheat 
shipments, industry representa­ 
tives have charged, gave mills 
in the east and southeast a 
competitive 
advantage 
over 
mills in the midwest. 
Although the governors’ com­ 
mittee appeared satisfied with 
the M.R.I. study, they did not 
officially endorse it as each 
member must report back to 
his state before such a decision 
is reached. 
The committee also heard a 
report from Dr. Edmund A. 
Nightingale of the University of 
Minnesota dealing with the rail 
rate structure on grain products 
in both domestic and foreign 
shipments. 
The Nightingale study, Doyle 
said, details options the ship­ 
pers have.

Guide Makes 
Hit in Europe

P A RIS—( N E A )—E v e r y 


year h o t e l and restaurant 
owners are on tenterhooks 
when the travel guides come 
off the presses. 


In the last decade, against 


the one and only venerable 
Michelin Guide, which has 
reigned supreme since 1900, a 
young upstart which called 
i t s e l f the Kleber-Colombes 
Guide has waged a minor cold 
war. 


Its moving spirit is a dy­ 
namic Frenchman in his early 
40s, 
Jean 
Didier. 
D i d i e r 


started his business life in the 
publishing business. His first 
associate was Simon Arbellot, 
a newspaperman who also 
happened to be the president 
of the Academy of Gastro­ 
nomes. 


In 1954 they both decided 


that a more modern guide 
than the hoary Michelin was 
needed. As they went along, 
they added to their own guide 
book all manner of extraneous 
information but followed the 
practice of rating hotels and 
restaurants with a distinctive 
mark. To differentiate their 
listings from their competi­ 
t o r ’ s, the Kleber-Colombes 
guide used a new set of sym­ 
bols other than the one-two- 
t h r e e - f o u r 
stars 
of the 


Michelin. 


Kleber’s signature tune is 


the Gallic rooster and weather 
vane w h i c h adorn e v e r y 
church steeple in French vil­ 
lages. Hotels are indicated by 
l^eys—two crossed red keys 
surmounted by a coronet for a 
de luxe establishment, down 


to the single black key for a 
modest hotel. A red leaf indi­ 
cates hotels for tired clients 
and a green one is a guaran­ 
tee of perfect quiet. 


As for restaurants, the scar­ 
let rooster surmounted by the 
same c o r o n e t marks the 
superexcellent establishment 
and, down the line, the fam il­ 
iar, 
traditional 
housewife’s 


“ marmite” denotes the place 
can offer a few good dishes. 


So popular has the Kleber- 


Colombes guide grown that 
the 1968 edition of 100,000 was 
sold out the first two weeks 
after publication. Still, despite 
the competition, M i c h e l i n 
stars carry a great deal of au­ 
thority and hoteliers and res­ 
taurant owners are very un­ 
happy when they drop a star 
in the listing. 


Ever since the birth of the 


Michelin guidebook a couple 
of score of inspectors travel 
the length and breadth of 
France checking up (snooping, 
some call it) on hotels and 
restaurants to see whether 
they live up to their listing. 
These inspectors arrive unan­ 
nounced, pay their bills like 
any other customer and only 
after they do do they disclose 
their identities. Woe upon the 
proprietors w h o s e kitchens 
or r o o m s are not up to 
scratch. Bad service, grubby 
uniforms and insufficient con­ 
veniences all get black marks, 


Didier explained that the 


Kleber-Colombes guide oper­ 
ates differently. 


“ First of all, we have no in­ 
spectors as such. We base our 
listing on the appreciation of 
a great number of 
associ-

ates’ everywhere in France. 
Some operate in small towns, 
others in different sections of 
a large city. We believe that 
they have the reactions of a 
‘client’ and do not risk acquir­ 
ing 
a 
‘tired’ 
or 
‘satiated’ 


palate. 


“ We also receive a vast 


number of letters from read­ 
ers who will point out an un­ 
known establishment or un­ 
derline anything out of line in 
our listing. Our files are ex­ 
tensive and the documenta­ 
tion very thorough because 
we aim to cater to all social 
.classes.” 


There are 5,000 hotels and 


restaurants l i s t e d in their 
g u i d e b o o k . 
“ And,” 
said 


Didier, “ we do not always see 
eye-to-eye with the Michelin. 
As a matter of fact, it has 
sometimes happened that they 
have followed us a year or two 
later so far as little-known 
places are concerned.” 


Another innovation of which 


they are proud is that all of 
the 20 French departments of 
the book are represented by 
easy-to-read road maps, along 
with indications of hotels and 
restaurants on the way. A spe­ 
cial slim brochure deals with 
500 Paris hotels and restau­ 
rants, along with prices of 
rooms and meals. This, said 
Didier, represents the best se­ 
lection of all. 


A special chapter is devoted 


to “ unlistable” places, such as 
the relatively new Drug Stores 
on the Right and Left Banks, 
discotheques, snack bars, bis­ 
tros and 
caves which 
are 


“ in” with the international jet 
set but not necessarily reputed 
for their cuisine. Also indi­ 
cated are a few taxi-drivers’ 
pull-ups where the wine is 
known to be 
unadulterated 


and the fare humble but good. 


F'inally, something w h i c h 


definitely is not in the Michelin 


guidebook is a list of hotels 
and restaurants in the ( ’oni- 
mon .Market capitals, with the 
British Isles included. 


While the Guid(* Michelin is 


still a best seller, it is well 
known that “ gastronomads” 
(traveling gastronome^). as 
well as Parisian.>. consider the 
Kleber-C^olombes Guidebook a 
“ must.” Incidentally, neith(*r 
of the publications carry anv 
publicity. 


The rather cumbrous name 


of Kleber-f'olombes r e p r e - 
sents an e n o r m o u s com­ 
bine manufacturing automo 
bile tires and pla.stic goods, 
while the Michelin tire, of 
course, is known the world 
over. 


Because the name is un- 


euphemistic, the 1969 edition 
will drop the (’olombes and 
a p p e a r simply as “ Guide 
Kleber.”

Ponder Meaning of Viet Lull

PARIS (AP) - U.S. efforts to 


find out in some official way 
whether the lull in Communist 
attacks in South Vietnam is in- 
tendeu by North Vietnam as a 
peace gesture apparently have 
bogged down. 
American officials at the Par­ 
is peace talks say that as far as 
they are concerned the question 
is still open. But they now put 
major emphasis on their conten­ 
tion that North Vietnam is pre­ 
paring for an offensive by pour­ 
ing troops and military supplies 
into the South at a high rate. 
“ The disposition of the North 
Vietnamese 
forces 
indicates 


that major military attacks are 
in preparation.” U.S. spokes­ 
man William J. Jorden told a 


news conference Wednesday aft­ 
er the weekly session of the 
talks. 
“ If North Vietnam wished to 


convey to us some meaning 
(about the purpose of the lull), 
they could do so readily, direct­ 
ly or indirectly, and so far we 
have had no indication what­ 
soever.” 
Jorden did not say whether 


U.S. Ambassador W. Averell 
Harriman has ever asked Am­ 
bassador Xuan Thuy or his dep­ 
uties whether the lull has signif­ 
icance. U.S. officials say the 
question has not been put direct­ 
ly in any of the formal sessions, 
but they decline to say whether 
it has been raised in private 
conversation with the North 
Vietnamese during the coffee 
breaks at the meetings.

Street Gang 
Leader Gets 
Prison Term 


CHICAGO (AP) — The leader 
of 
the 
Blackstone 
Rangers 
street gang. Eugene Hairston, 
24. has been .sentenced to three 
concurrent terms of 5 to 15 
years in prison for solicitation 
of murder. 
Judge Louis A. Wexler im­ 
posed the sentence Wednesday 
in Circuit Court after hearing a 
South Side businessman and a 
clergyman appeal that Hairston 
remain free. 
“ You were the leader in a 
crime which to say the least 
was a vicious one,” said Judge 
Wexler 
Hairston was convicted May 
29 of paying six teen-agers $1 
each to shoot three men sitting 
in a parked car Sept. 12, 1967. 
Leo McClure. 33. was killed and 
two companions were wounded. 
The gang leader was acquit­ 
ted of one charge of murder and 
two charges of attempted mur­ 
der. He has been free on $20,000 
bond since the trial The Rang­ 
ers were the target of a recent 
investigation by a Senate sub­ 
committee. The probe gathered 
testimony on the disposition of 
nearly $1 million granted by the 
Office of Economic Opportunity 
for use in the South Side neigh­ 
borhoods where the gang oper­ 
ates. 
Before his arrest last Septem­ 
ber, Hairston was a $6,500-a- 
year assistant for a federally fi­ 
nanced job training program on 
the South Side.

And, unlike s t u d e n t s in 
other nations who ha ve dem -

C zechoslova ks 
ha ve 
a pproa ched m a t t e r s ca lm ly 
and, in the words of a profes­ 
sor at P ra gu e’s Charles Uni­ 
versity , “ with a grea t dea l of 
politica l m a turity ” . 
“ For e x a m p l e , ” he con­ 
tinued, “ before the overthrow 
of the Novotny governm ent, 
P r a gu e U niversity students 
held a torchlight pa ra de in 
W encesla os S q u a r e . Their 
com pla int w a s m inim a l.

three m onths a power fa ilure 
had kept the dorm itories w ith­

and

rea ds Student before a ny thing 
e lse .” 
A recent issue included this 
com m ent by Prof. Ivan Svita k 
of Cha rles U niversity ; 
“ If we exa m ine the results 
of the three-m onth-old rebirth 
objectively and critica lly , we 
ha ve to conclude tha t, with the 
exception of the tem pora ry 
la pse of censorship, no struc­ 
tural c h a n g e s ha ve taken 
pla ce in the m echa nism of the 
tota lita ria n dicta torship.

An Associated Press tally of 
the state’s 174-vote delegation, 
second biggest at the Chicago 
gathering, showed Thursday on­ 
ly 32 firm first-ballot votes for 
any candidate. The other 142 
are uncommitted to anyone 
right now. 
The latest AP nationwide sur­ 
vey showed 96 undecided Illinois 
delegates as the next largest un­ 
committed bloc from any single 
state. 
Strong emotional ties still are 
obvious among the Californians 
to the late Sen. Robert F. Ken­ 
nedy. who beat McCarthy in the 


June 4 primary election only to 
die by an assassin's hand on 
June 6. 
Leon Ralph, a Negro state as­ 
semblyman whose district in­ 
cludes 
part 
of 
riot plagued 
Watts ill Los Angeles, summed 
up a widespread feeling when 
he said; “ I was prepared to 
vote for Kennedy on 21 ballots if 
we had 21 ballots.” Now, he 
says. “ I may go for McGovern 
or someone else reflecting Ken­ 
nedy views on the first ballot, 
but I won’t vote for either Hum­ 
phrey or McCarthy. ” 
Among those willing to state a 
definite first-ballot preference. 
McCarthy led with 18. followed 
by Humphrey with 9 and South 
Dakota Sen. Georg>" McGovern 
with 5. 
In a June poll, right after 
Kennedy’s assassination. Mc­ 
Carthy had 13 firm delegates 
and Humphrey six.

More weapons were found 
nearby in abandoned fortifica­

Searching through the build­ 
ings. they found 4.800 hand gre­ 
nades and 400 grenade molds, a 
large stock of ammunition-mak­ 
ing and construction material 
and stores of metal.

Appl ying Principl es For 
Handicapped To Fail ures 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government was advised Thurs­ 
day to consider applying to peo­ 
ple who are hard-core "fail­ 
ures” the principles that have 
been used in rehabilitating the 
physically and mentally handi­ 
capped. 
Federal officials said they al­ 
ready have begun to do so. 


The National Citizens Advi­ 
sory Committee on Vocational 
Rehabilitation, which made the 
suggestion, said the new focus 
should include people who are 
“ the living evidence of failure in 
our present-day standard ar­ 
rangements 
for 
education, 
health, social intercourse, em­ 
ployment and economic securi­ 
ty.” 
These would include “ the 
completely uneducated, the so­ 
cially isolated, the parolees and 
probationers living one wfong 


step from the prison gate, the 
‘unmotivated’ welfare clients 
whose entire life experience so 
far tells them that ‘work’ means 
low-paid drudgery which provid­ 
ed a bare existence.” 


The committee report, issued 
after more than two years 
study, said that through govern­ 
ment and private efforts, ‘reha­ 
bilitation has performed near­ 
miracles in elevating individual 
disabled people from despair to 
self-fulfillment.” 


Such help, the committee 
said, includes diagnosis, evalua­ 
tion. physical restoration, coun­ 
seling. training, maintenance, 
prosthetic devices, «xxupational 
equipment, placement in a job 
and follow-up services. 
Mary E. Switzer, di'?ctor of 
the Social and Rehaiiilitation 
Serv’ice. said her agen«y al­ 
ready is moving into the new 


role. 
She said most of the new ef­ 
fort so far has been aimed at re­ 
habilitating welfare recipients 
to get them into jobs. Such ef­ 
forts are required by changes in 
the welfare program adopted by 
the current congress 
But she said the new effort 
will try to reach non-welfare re­ 
cipients also. 
Miss Switzer said at a new 
conference on the report that 
her agency’s efforts would be in 
addition to programs of the La­ 
bor I>epartment. the Office of 
Economic Opportunity and oth­ 
er agencies trying to reach the 
same people. She said much of 
the job still would remain un­ 
done. 
The committee’s report said 
at least 3.7 million Americans 
who could benefit from voca­ 
tional 
rehabilitation 
services 
are not now receiving them

Ho w to drive a mo to r vehicle safely isn’t 
as easy as it so unds during instructio n 
co urses in scho o l o r fro m parents o r fro m 
o lder friends who have a license. 
Many y o ungsters appro aching six teen 
are restless until they can get behind a 
steering wheel. In their o ver eagerness 
they are apt to disco unt the emphasis 
placed o n safe driving. While watching dad 
and mo m, o lder bro thers, sisters and 
friends, the manipulatio n o f an auto mo bile 
seems so easy . 
Gauging distances and speed appears 
elementary in relatio n to the ease o f po wer 
steering and po wer brakes. 
Admitting, ho wever, the po ssibility that 
all bo y s and girls may be taught in scho o l 
to drive a car, the fact remains that this is 
no insurance they will no t meet a crisis o n 
the ro ad so o ner o r later. To prevent an

The final chapter in FD R ’s secret ro mance is to ld 
po ignantly by Daniels in describing the death o f the 
President in April 19 45. Mrs. Rutherfo rd had go ne 
to Warm Springs, taking alo ng po rtrait painter 
Elizabeth Sho umato ff. He suffered a stro ke while 
po sing. 
Mrs. 
Rutherfo rd was spirited o ut o f Warm 
Springs, and Bill Hassett, the president’s secretary , 
deliberately o mitted her name fro m the list o f tho se 
who were with FDR when he was stricken.

(Hassett): There’s hell to pay . Bill Mrs. Ro o sevelt 
kno ws that Lucy Rutherfo rd was here.’ 
‘‘Even in the midst o f the so lemn o bsequities 
there was o n her heart a secret so mething she had 
to face, ” Daniels co ntinues. ‘‘She made direct 
inquiries. Had Ludy Mercer co m e to the White 
Ho use in the times she had been a w a y T h e truth 
co uld no t be denied. Eleano r’s resentment co uld no t 
be dissembled. She anno unced that she was getting 
o ut o f the White Ho use immediately .” 
She packed in reco rd time. 
Daniels go es o n to tell o f Mrs. Rutherfo rd’s o wn 
death. J uly 31, 19 48. ‘‘The wo rld little no ticed,” he 
repo rted. ‘‘The New Yo rk Times o bituary ^ave 
much o f its attentio n to her dead husband.” 
Mrs. Ro o sevelt o utlived Lucy by many y ears, and 
Daniels co ncludes his bo o k by telling o f Mrs. R ’s 
busy life, especially her life o n J uly 31, the day o f 
Lucy ’s death. She had taken a trip to Wilies-Barre, 
Pa., where she dedicated a mo nument to her 
husband. 
“ The afterno o n was gro wing late. The ro ad she 
fo llo wed alo ng the New J ersey -Pennsy lvania line 
ran, as the twilight came o n that afterno o n, a little 
no rth o f Allamuchy . 
“ There the wo rd had co m e to prepare Lucy ’s

Peritrate and Cardilate are lo ng-acting nitrates 
given 
to 
dila te 
y o ur 
co ro nary 
a rteries. 
FYo py lthio uracil is given to co unteract ex cessive 
thy ro id secretio n. Any beneficial effect it wo uld 
have o n angina wo uld be indirect. 
Digitalis is given to pro duce slo wer, mo re fo rceful 
heart beats. If the do se is no t carefully regulated, 
digitalis po iso ning ushered in by vo miting will 


o ccur. 
Q — I am 63 and have been advised by o ne do cto r 
to take digo x in. Ano ther advised digitalis. I to o k the 
latter fo r two weeks but sto pped because it slo wed 
my heart to o much. Please ex plain the difference 
between these two drugs. 
A — Digo x in is a purified derivative o f digitalis 
leaves. It is preferred to digitalis because it is 
effective in much smaller do ses. Bo th drugs must be 
taken under medical supervisio n. 
Q — What is arterio sclero tic heart disease with 
hy pertensio n? Is it serio us? 
A — This is hardening o f the co ro nary arteries 
with high blo o d pressure. It is serio us because 
witho ut skillful treatment a co ro nary heart attack is 
certain to o ccur. 
Q — What is co r pulmo nale with co ngestive heart 
failure? What can be do ne fo r it? 
A — Perso ns with an enlargement o f the right 
ventricle o f the heart (co r pulmo nale) usually have 
co ngestive heart failure (a damming back o f the 
blo o d 
and 
waterlo gging 
o f 
the 
lungs). 
The 
treatment, which must be based o n the individual 
needs o f the victim, may include drugs to dilate the 
bro nchial tubes, steam inhalatio ns, digitalis and 
diuretics (water pills).

A _ Po o r circulatio n due to nervo us tensio n is the 
usual cause.

Red Death 
Count Up 
Last Week 


SAIGON (AP) — The number 
of enemy reported killed in the 
Vietnam 
war increased last 
week by nearly 200. while the to­ 
tal of Americans who died in ac­ 
tion increased by two over the 
previous week. The number of 
South V i e t n a m e s e troops 
dropped markedly. 
The weekly casualty report to­ 
day again demonstrated the 
continuing lull in the war which 
has been going on since late 
June, s 
The U.S. Command said 173 
Americans were killed in action 
last week, compared with 171 in 
the previous week. The number 
of U.S. wounded went down to 
788 compared with 1,050 a week 
earlier. It was the lowest num­ 
her of wounded since the last 
week of 1967, when there were 
437. Of those wounded last 
week. 447 were hospitalized and 
341 did not require hospitaliza­ 
tion, the command announced. 
A toUil of 26,634 Americans 
have been killed in action from 
Jan. 1. 1961, through Aug. 10, 
the weekly suinmar>’ said, while 
162,968 have been wounded. Of 
the latter, 87,916 required hospi­ 
talization. 
The U.S. and South Viet­ 
namese commands said 1,642 of 
the enemy were killed last week 
and as usual added that this fig­ 
ure was “ subject to adjust­ 
ment." In the previous week, 
899 enemy had been reported 
killed but tcxlay that toll was 
raised to 1,461. 
The U.S. Command said that 
enemy casualties from Jan. 1, 
1961, through last week totaled 
at least 377,711 killed. 
South Vietnamese headquar­ 
ters reported 178 government 
trfxips were killed last week, as 
compared with 250 a week ear­ 
lier.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (AP) - 
Richard M Nixon Ls expanding 
his trip home from San Diego 
into the first political road show 
of his campaign as Republican 
presidential nominee. He leaves 
Sunday. 
Nixon plans a two-day journey 
to New York with a series of 
public appearances along the 
route. In addition, he has sched­ 
uled party-harmony visits with 
Govs George Romney of Michi­ 
gan, in Lansing, and Raymond 
P. Shafer of Penasylvania, in 
Harrisburg. 
The exact schedule has not 
been disc losed. But Herbert G. 
Klein, Nixon’s chief spokesman, 
said the former vice president 
will appear in Springfield, 111., 
on Monday morning. 
There will be public appear­ 
ances in Lansing and Harris­ 
burg. too, Klein said, and proba­ 
bly at one other point on the 
transcontinental trip. 
In San Diego today, Nixon 
confers with his crime advisory 
committee, headed by Dist. 
Atty. Evelle Younger of Los An­ 
geles County. Los Angeles Po­ 
lice Chief Thomas Reddin, who 
has faced civil disturbances in 
the Watts district in recent 
days, is to be among those on 
hand. 
Crime and big city violence 
are viewed by Nixon strategists 
as a chief issue in the cam­ 
paign. 
Two key congressional Repub­ 
licans, Sen. George Murphy and 
Rep. I3ob Wilson, tilk political 
plans today with Nixon lieuten­ 
ants, and confer with the nomi­ 
nee himself PYiday. 
Murphy and Wiison, both Cali­ 
fornians, are chairmen of the 
Senate and House GOP Cam­ 
paign committees. 
In another facet of his party 
unity campaign, Nixon asked 
Sen. Thruston B. Morton of Ken­ 
tucky to join him as a traveling 
adviser. 
Morton was a key 
promoter of New York Gov. 
Nelson A. Rockefeller’s unsuc­ 
cessful bid for the GOP nomina­ 
tion. 
“ I said of course I would,” 
Morton reported. “ I’m at his 
command." 
The Kentucky senator said he 
will work to achieve a unified 
Republican team in every state. 
He said he anticipates no diffi­ 
culty in enlisting the support of 
former Rockefeller men. 
Nixon also telephoned four 
governors who were Rockefeller 
supporters: 
John Chafee of 
Rhode Island. John A. Love of 
Colorado, Harold LeVander of 
Minnesota and Dan J. Evans of 
Washington.

Stalinism Making 
Comeback in Russia

Stalinist 
habits, 
evidently 
durable among Soviet leaders, 
are emerging once again after 
the SovieK'zechoslovak show­ 
down. For Soviet citizens there 
is a chill in the air, reminisc’ent 
of cold war. 
The palpable defeat of a So­ 
viet effort to make reform- 
minded Czechoslovaks bend to 
Kremlin will seems to have pro­ 
voked Communist party worries 
about its internal impact. 
The Kremlin’s somber mood 
and its fright at what Czechoslo­ 
vakia might mean in the future 
come through in the latest issue 
of Kommunist, the Soviet theo­ 
retical journal, to reach this 
country. An article, apparently 
written for the edification of the 
Soviet Communists themselves 
rather than for anybody abroad, 
deals with “ Vigilance—Weapon 
Against the Intrigues of Impe­ 
rialism” It pictures Soviet citi­ 
zens in danger from spies and 
provocateurs 
lurking 
everv- 
where, ready to pounce on ttie 
unwaiy and use them to under­ 
mine the s>'stem. 
Soviet spy scares have been 
familiar fixtures through the 
cold war years. Each “ vigi­ 
lance” campaign has reflected 
Politburo worries on the home 
front. Clearly the current cam­ 
paign is linked with Czechoslo­ 
vak events. Referring to a bloc 
meeting on Czechoslovakia, the 
article said it “ underscored the 
necessity of strengthening by all 
means the unity of parties and 
peoples'■ to protect the ram­ 
parts of Marxism-Leninism. 
Kommunist warned against 
“ ideological 
saboteurs" 
who 
were said to masquerade as 
“ members of delegations, tour­ 
ists. people traveling in our 
countrv’ on private business " 
and the like who. often, in reali­ 
ty. were out to propagandize the 
Western way of life. Such peo­ 
ple. it said, can use internation­ 
al connections as “channels for 
infiltration into the U.S.S.R. of 
anti-Soviet and other hosiile 
materials." 
It pointed out that in recent 
years. Soviet contacts with the 
West expanded greatly, that 
many Soviet people now go 
abroad in various capacities: to 
conferences, to sport competi­ 
tions. with tourists or theatrical 
groups. 
I'oreign 
intelligence 
agents, notably Americans and 
West Germans, seek out Soviet 
citizens, it said, tiying to play 
on human weakness and prv’ out 
state secrets, or enlist the unwa­ 
ry for ideological warfare. 


“ Special attention." it said, 
“ is paid to scientists, engineers 
and other specialists taking part 
in scientific international con­ 
gresses. symposia, expositions 
or conferences ' 
Today,, the article instructed, 
the party must consider as one 
of its most important tasks a 
struggle 
agaiast 
“ ideological 
saboteurs." because "in the 
sphere of ideology there cannot 
be 
peaceful coexistence, 
as 
there cannot be class peace be­ 
tween the proletiiriat and the 
bourgeoisie. " It added that “ the 
security of the fatherland and 
the interests of the Soviet people 
constantly demand revolution­ 
ary vigilance "
